Thus the first loan to Mr. Morse was ex- 
actly the maximum amount allowed by 
the statute, and by the making of the 
second loan the statute was apparently 
violated. Before the third loan was made 
the total indebtedness had been reduced 
so that it came within the limit. 

‘ It was learned yesterday that while the 
|} National banking law provides no crim- 
inal penalty for thus making loans in ex- 
| cess of the limitation fixed, it does make 
all the Directors of the institution affect- 
}ed civilly lable in case loss results. It 
'is belleved that the National bank au- 
thorities will contend that the first and 
second loans, made at the same time, 
constituted a single transaction, so that 
the liability of those who were Directors 
| of the National Bank of North America 
‘on Sept. 25 may be for the loss on 
| the entire $550,000 and not merely for the 
| $150,000 loan which carried the total be- 
| yond the limit fixed by the Federal stat- 
‘ute. The $350,000 realized by Mr. Morse 
| from the second mortgage placed on his 
house last Fall was applied to the reduc- 
tion of these loans. 

Indictments Likely Soon, 


| Inasmuch as these loans come directly 
| within the civil rather than the criminal 
sections of the Federal Banking act, it is 


understood that they have not particular- 
ly concerned tne Federal Grand Jury 
which has been probing the Bank of 
North America.

One is the overcertifica- 
tion of checks, for which F, A. Heinz 
was indicted recently. The other two are 
respectively making improper entries in 
the books and the misapplication of funds.

President Elliott said yesterday that he 
knew. Mr. Morse had guaranteed paper 
of the Consolidated Company to the ex- 
tent of $400,000 placed with the bank in 
1906. Of this amount some _ $200,000 
had been retired, and the remaining 
$200,000 had been satisfactorily arranged 
for with the receiver. 

Morse, said Mr. Elliott, had been large- 
ly interested in the Arizona Smelt ng 
Company, a_ $1,500,000 concern, which 
with three other companies, was merged 
in the Consolidated Company. At the 
time of the organization of the Consoli- 
dated Company Mr. Morse undertook to 
finance the purchase of its ore reserve, 
which needed about $400,000, and got the 
National Bank of North America to dis- 
count the company’s notes, which were 
jointly guaranteed by Mr. Morse and 
President Elliott. Later some $600,000 
| more was obtained from other sources, 
Mr. Elliott explained, and a part of it 
used in retiring half of the National 
Bank of: North America notes. Mr, 
Hiliott said he did not think the fact that 
he was a co-guarantor with Morse on 
the notes explained the reference to 
‘*Blank’s half.” 

The Consolidated Arizona Smelting Com- 
'pany’s troubles date from the slump in 
copper prices last Summer. It had copper 
{metal totaling 5,000,000 pounds on hand 
when the cut came, reducing it more than 
50 per cent. In value. Practically all of 
| this metal was pledged with banks, along 
| with the company’s paper, as security for 
loans, and in October the company found 
its credit at an end.

At last, however, the Russian Govern- 
ment found ground for a formal com- 
plaint. against M. Bompard before the 
French Cabinet, and this evidence was 
a private letter of the French Ambas- 
gsador mailed from St. Petersburg 
to one of the Ambassador's 
in France. This letter was opened se- 
éretly by the Russian police agents and 
photographed, and copies of it were 
sent to France and to the Czar. This 
objectionable document, which still is 
unpublished in the European news- 
papers, reads as follows:

RUINED BY THE EARTHQUAKE | 


Not a Brainstorm, but Surrender of a | 


Proud Soul to the Inevit- 
able, She Wrote, 


Mrs. Clo A. Walton, an attractive wo- 
man, about 40 years oid, of whom little 
is known except that she was a -widow, 
a former resident of San Francisco, and 
& dressmaker since the earthquake in 
that city impoverished her, was found 
dead yesterday afternoon in her apart- 


|ments in the Hotel La Grange, 400 West 


Fifty-seventh Street, by several persons, | 
to each of whom she had written telling 
of her intention of committing suicide. 
She nad drunk nearly two ounces of 
cyanide of potassium, 

The woman's death was remarkable for 
the pecullar care she exercised in taking | 
her own life, to see that no trouble was 
caused to any one, and that her personal 
affairs were in such shape that they could 
be readily attended to by strangers. Let- 
ters she mailed a few hours before drink- 
ing the poison and others which were 
found in her room showed that she took | 
her own life only after calm delibera- 
tion. 

One note to the Frank E. Campbell Un- 
dertaking Company, in West Twenty-third 
Street, reminded the undertaker that she 
had made all arrangements’ for her own 
burial as long as a month ago and in- 
closed @ contract made at that time. A | 
letter to the Coroner advised him that | 
“this ig a case of suicide, pure and eee | 
ple, and no act of my life has been con- | 
summated with more free thought.” 

In @ letter addressed to Dr. George F. 
Shiels of 75 West Fifty-fifth Street, which | 
he réceived at 4 o'clock yesterday after- | 
noon and which caused him to notify the | 
police that the woman had probably com- | 
mitted suicide, Mrs. Walton exhibited a | 
strange mood. From the tenor of this| 
note it was evident that she believed her- 
self almost, if not entirely, without friends. 
Coroner Harburger and the police believe 
that Mrs. Walton may havé brooded over 
this fancied lack of friends until she was | 
driven to take her life from utter loneli- | 
ness. In an unsealed note, found in her} 
room and addressed, ‘To Whom It May | 
Concern,"’ however, the woman wrote: 

“I am impelled to this act by reasons 
that are good and sufficient to myself |} 
and could not possibly be understood or 
appreciated by any one else. Anyway, | 
it's nobody’s business but my own. Those | 
who have not interested themselves in me | 
in life need not do so In death. To those | 
who have shown interest or good-will to 
me\I offer my thanks and appreciation. | 

‘There are some of whom I have grown | 
fond, and I hope my act will not eats 
disturb them. Anyway, it’s Inevitable.” | 

In its tenor and language the letter to| 
Dr. Shietlds throws much light on the|! 
woman's character. It shows, too, that | 
the death of near friends or relatives 


preyed upon her mind. Mrs. Walton 
wrote; 


I am more than sorry that our acquaintance 
has beén so slight that you will look upon this 
last.act.of mine as a brainstorm. I should like 
you to fee) that it ts the surrender of a proud,. 
strong soul to the inevitable. I have the op- 
portunity of going into biusifiess here, and I 
am sure have the attributes within myself that 
make for guccess, I| have always succeeded in |

It is my unalterable conviction of the abso- | 
lute futility of all things that makes the effort | 
useless, even though f attain the success for | 
which I should start.

It was on peeps of this letter that Dr. |

The men found her lying on a couch in | 
her room, fully dressed. Beside her lay 
an empty bottle marked ‘“¢yanide of 
goa. On a table was a second | 
ottle of the poison. A glass which had | 
evidently contained the liquid was beside | 
it. Among the ietters was one to Mr. 
Wright, which he read to Coroner Har- 
burger. It said: 

WI you please refrain from communicating 
with my family or giving names to the papers? 
I have wtitten them myself, and after every- 
thing {8 over, a friend will write to my sister 
giving all details. : | 

Mr. Wright said the woman had been | 
born in Fayetteville, Tenn., and had gone | 
to Denver, Col., when a young woman. | 
There, he said, she hall married a man| 
named Walton. When Walton died, Mrs. 
Walton went to San Francisco, said Mr. 
Wright, where. she lived until last Sep- 
tember, when:she came to this city and 
went to the La Grange.

FIRE COMMISSIONER 


He Declares the Insurance Com- 
panies Have Used Criticisms 
of Him to Raise Rates. 


UNDERWRITERS DENY IT 


They Say Charges Have Only Advanced 
Slightly Since San Francisco Fire 
—Coggey May Get Lantry’s Job. 


Fire Commissioner Francis J, Lantry re- 
signed yesterday, and his resignation, to 
take effect on Monday, was accepted by 
Mayor McClellan.

“In this case the Board of Underwriters 
har done just what it always does in such 
cases, We have examined the equipment 
of the department and have found it in- 
efticient, and have reported the matter 
to the Commissioner. We have no man 
to recommend for the place that Commis- 
efoner Lantry is vacating, but we do 
think that the office should be taken out 
of politics, We know perfectly well that 
there was a whole lot of weakness in the 
department when Commissioner Lantry 
went there, but we know also that the 
Commissioner has not materially improved 
conditions.”

Pairs to an Army of 
Unfortunates. 


STOCKINGS WITH THEM, TOO 


Lines Form Houre Ahead of Time 
and No Worthy Claimant Is 
Turned Away Unshod. 


More than 5,000 pairs of shoes and warm 


stockings were distributed yesterday af-|y 


ternoon and last night among the poor 
men and boys of the east side by the 
Timothy D. Sullivan Association, The 
distribution was made at 207 Bowery, and 
no worthy man was turned away while a 
pair of shoes was left. 

The word had gone forth that it waa the 
Sullivan “shoe day,” and from every 
nook came the army of neas-shoeless. 
And the shoes were handed out right and 
left without question. The association 
took every man’s word for it that he was 
in dire need of the charity. 

When the time came to begin the distri- 
bution the line of shivering men and boys 
extended from 207 three blocks down the 
Bowery to Grand Street. Another ex- 
tended over to Rivington Street and 
around to Chrystie, In the long lines were 
scores whose footgear was @ mere ¢x- 
couse. Boys there were who were so nearly 
barefoot that none could doubt the grim 
necessity for a charitable substitute for 
what they wore. Vagrant toes would get 
out in the snow despite the most valiant 
efforts of their owners. 

Scores of the unfortunates hardly waited 
to get into the street before they began 
shucking their tatters and replacing them 
with the warm stockings and serviceable 
shoes, 

Although the time fixed for the begin- 
ning of the work was 4:80 o’clock tn the 
afternoon, the lines were well started 
hours before. Nearly every man and boy 
was armed with a ticket. These were 
given out at the annual Christmas dinner 
given by the association, Many others 
were passed out to worthy sufferers yes- 
terday in the Bowery lodging houses. 

The shoes and stockings were in big 
boxes that were stacked up in regular 
order so as to facilitate the work of 
distributing them. The sizes were gen- 
erous, so that no foot might find itself 
barred out. Many of the ticket holders 
found themselves equipped with number 
tens, when a six would have been ample, 
but this little discrepancy apparently 
gave the recipfents no great concern. IIl-

CITY WAGES LONG UNCLAIMED, 


“ Boodle” Alderman De Lacey Never 
Called for $1,500 Due Him. 


In the work of introducing more modern 
bookkeeping methods in the Department 
of Finance, Controller Metz has discov- 
ered a large number of accounts of un- 
claimed salaries and warrants, running 
back for a quarter of a century In some 
instances, The total may reach $250,000.

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HUNDREDS ARE HURT 
IN SLIPPERY STREETS 


Extra Cots Prepared in Bellevue 
to Accommodate Those 
Injured by Falle. 


HORSES HAVE A HARD TIME 


Police and Drivers Worn Out with the 
Work of Getting Them Up After 
Falle—Tug Rame Ferryboat. 


The sun, essisted more or less by the 
snow contractors, began quite early yes- 
terday morning to remove the six inches 
of snow that fell on Wednesday night, 

Last night the weather grew colder, the 
mercury going down to about 25, and the 
Weather Bureau thought that to-day 
would be fair, but freezing. If New York 
freezes over to-day travel will be most 
diffioult. 

The unknown and treacherous depths of 
the black pools that stood on the streets 
yesterday and the oozy snow everywhere 
underfoot filled the hospitals with those 
who had slipped, suffering slight injuries. 
The police reported nearly 200 such cases, 
and there were doubtless many more that 
were not reported. 

The doctors at Bellevue were especially 
busy. Harly in the day Supt. Armstrong 
ordered that an extra supply of cots be 
provided for the many temporary patients, 
Ambulance Surgeon Slocum went to at- 
tend a woman who had been reported as 
having fallen in the snow. He found that 
she had become a mother, On his way 
back from this case he was stopped five 
times to attend to injured persons. 
Throughout his eight hours’ tour of duty 
he was not idle five minutes, 

The horses suffered more from the 
slippery pavements than the human 
beings. Everywhere throughout the city 
horses were struggling to regain their 
feet after a fall. The police and drivers 
were worn out with their efforts to get 
the animals up again. In many instanoes 
they would get the horses on their feet, 
only to have them go down again As soon 
as they started. 

A heavy fog cloaked the waters around 
New York City in the morning, particu- 
larly during the rush hours, when 
many suburbanites were trying to 
get to town to go to work. The Bay 
Ridge, one of the city’s new ferryboats 
that plies between Thirty-ninth Street, 
Brooklyn, and the Battery, left’ her 
Brooklyn slip at 7:30 o’clock in the morn- 
ing, with about 800 passengers on board. 
When near the New York shore, — 
Ford of the Bay Ridge heard a fog sig- 
nal right on his bow. He signaled his 
engineer for full speed astern. 

The tug Henry Gillen, towing a barge 
at the end of a short hawser, broke out 
of the heavy curtain of fog. The barge 
swung against the Bay Ridge’s starboard 
bow, taking away part of the rail. There 
was little excitement on board, as it was 
immediately seen that the damage was 
slight. The Bay Ridge discharged HNer 
passengers at the Battery siip and con- 
tinued her trips. 

J. F. Shaughnessy, the Manhattan snow 
covtractor, said that he had an army of 
men ready for work by 4 o'clock yester- 
day morning, Commissioner Crowell, how- 
ever, expected that rain would fall, thus 
coming again to the assistance of the 
department financially. At 7:30 o’clock he 
sent word: 

“You may begin when ready, Shaugh- 
nessy.”’ 

Of course he sent the same word to 
the Harlem, Bronx, and Brooklyn con- 
tractors at the same time. About 1,500 
men and 60@ carts began work at once. 

Mr. Crowell expects that the snow will 
be out of sight, except in Centra) Park 
and on side streets, in two days, the 
weather being favorable. 

All through trains from the West yes- 
terday were more than usually late. 
Trains from the Mohawk Valley were} 
also much delayed by the snow. 

Some of the snow contractors com- 
plained yesterday that they could not find 
many men willing to work.. They said 
they were having a hard time finding 
members of the “ army of the willing, but 
unemployed.”

The Pension bill has been reported with 
a reduction of $174,000 from the original 
estimates.

Upon the con- 
trary, this year’s appropriations exceed 
$150,000,000 for the first time, inde- 
pendently of the bill which has passed 
the House for pensioning widows of 
veterans who served as much as ninety 
days.

MR, LANTRY’S RESIGNATION. 

Fire Commissioner Francis J. LANTRY 
has acted wisely in handing his resig- 
nation to the Mayor, even though in 
so doing he has committed the folly of 
impugning the motives of his accusers 
on the Board of Fire Underwriters. The 
underwriters’ charges are sustained in 
the preliminary report rendered last 
week by the Mayor’s Commissioners of 
Accounts. This report shows that the 
water mains in the territory of the 
Parker Building fire carried normal 
pressures. But it speaks of “ defects 
of apparatus or hose which interfered 
with the delivery of adequate water 
pressure at the nozzles.” 

Not only the Board of Fire Under- 
writers, but the Commissioners of Ac- 
counts have found that Mr. LANTRY 
failed to provide the hose necessary for 
the new high-pressure service. While 
he had a substantial balance left over 
from last year’s appropriation, he neg- 
lected to apply it to the purchase of 
new hose. He had not enforced the 
guarantee clause in the contracts with 
the hose manufacturers, nor had he 
examined the effect of his new hose 
specifications in limiting healthy com- 
petition of bidders, nor had he pre- 
sented to the Board of Aldermen and 
to the Board of Estimate, with his 
requests for special appropriations, 
“forcible and concrete evidence that 
his request was based not only on a 
pressing need of his department, but 
upon @ grave danger menacing the 
city.”

The Case of a Tenant Who Took 
Refuge in the Kitchen. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

A recent editorial in your paper treats 
in a derisive spirit of the proposed legis- 
lation enabling tenants of so-called 
“steam-heated "’ apartments to compel 
the landlord to actually provide heat. 
The editorial even attempted a reductio 
ad absurdum of the proposition by sug- 
gesting the addition of another clause 
making death the penalty to be pald by 
the landlord who fails to diminish steam 
pressure in warm weather. Personally, I 
have never met a landlord who lavished 
coal upon reluctant tenants, but if there 
be one here and there, his unwelcome at- 
tentions are so easily evaded as to re- 
quire no legal restraint. The steam ap- 
paratus of apartment houses is in opera- 
tion only between late October and the 
1st of June, during which period no tor- 
rid weather is apt to supervene, and if 
the inside temperature becomes oppres- 
sive the tenant has two cheap and easy 
remedies in his own hands—he can turn 
off the steam in the radiators and open 
the windows. In the case of insufficient 
steam pressure, however, he has no re- 
source, Many apartments supplied with 
radiators are devoid of any other pro- 
vision for heating, the fireplaces being 
filled with built-in bookcases, The ten- 
ant can himself buy gas or ofl heaters 
and heat his rooms at his own expense, 
but why should he be expected to do 
this when he is paying a rent propor- 
tionately high because it is supposed to 
} include an adequate supply of heat? And 
na should it be any more absurd for a

The family, including an infant, 
were obliged to live and eat in the 7 by 9 
foot kitchen, because the gas range made 
it habitable. There are fourteen families 
in this house, nearly all with several 
j children, as race suicide does not prevail 
fon Washington Heights; so sixty per- 
} sons, more or less, were subjected to risk 
jof influenza, bronchitis, pneumonia, and 
| kindred {lls, through the negligence of 
‘one landlord. Suppose the child in this 
; apartment, who has already barely es- 
| caped pneumonia once this Winter, falls 
}a victim to these conditions and perishes, 
iwhere does the responsibility rest, and 
why is not the landlord guilty before the 
law of criminal negligence? 

Consider the enormous number of 
!}apartment houses in this city, and it be-

real magnitude. At present the tenant's 


only defense is to move, and he is Ikely 
to find himself quite as badly off in the 
next place he inhabits. 

It would seem that the Board of Health 
should have some jurisdiction over apart- 
ment houses in this particular, as in oth- 
ers which are not so frequent and whole- 
sale a menace to the public welfare, The 
neglect to supply steam pressure is not 
a rare episode; it is of constant recur- 
rence, and is the primary cause of many 
an illness and death.

| Was Turf Champion Under the Colors 
of the Late A. J. Cassatt. 


The Bard, the most popular race horse 
of his time, and one of the greatest anl- 
mals of the turf and a successful sire, is 
| dead at the Chesterbrook Stud, near Phil- 

adelphia, where he had been in the stud 

since his retirement from racing. The 

Bard was the most successful race horse 
| ever owned by the late A. J, Cassatt, and 
| for four years on the turf carried the tri- 
color jacket of the Pennsylvania turfman 

in the great stakes. 
| In his racing career, beginning as a 


| two-year-old in 1885, and being retired 
; after he won the Brooklyn Handicap from 
| Hanover In 1888, The Bard won twenty- 
/ seven races and a total of $81,000, beating 
j}all the best horses of his time. At the

{llegal and invalid. 
These chains are 
not expected to be 

used except the streets or roads are 
in an icy, snowy, or otherwise slip- 
pery condition, and the arrest of any 
one so using the chains would be most 
unreasonable and detrimental to the 
safety of the public. Proper control 
of the automobile depends, in the con- 
dition of the roads and streets above 
described, upon the use of these 
chains, as every user of an automobile 
well knows. 

Injury to the roads by non-skid de- 
vices, if any, is done when the roads 
are Dry and not when they are covered 
with ice or snow, or in a wet or 
slippery condition. When the roads 
are Dry, the chains being detachable, 
are not used. 

Therefore we stand ready to defend 
any automobilist arrested for an al- 
leged violation of the Park Board or- 
dinance, under the conditions above 
described, so long as we deem such de- 
fense necessary or advisable to demon- 
strate. the invalidity of the ordinance.

TOPICS IN WALL STREET, 
Speculative Sontiment Depressed: 


Brokers report that, generally speaking; 
their business is spasmodic and, even at 
the most active period, not very satisfac- 
tory. Thelr customers havo little spells 
of enthusiasm in which, however, there is 
an element of conservatism more or less 
plainly marked, and it does not take very 
muoh to devalop this conservative element 
into proportions prohibitive of actual 
trading. Some days there is a tendency 
manifest to trade in and out, and while 
long commitments are not made, there {is 
an appearance of activity by reason of 
the more frequent orders, Yesterday was 
a blue day in most of fhe offices, The 
bul of the trading represented profes- 
sional operations, and the ordinary cus- 
tomers’ room was more or less deserted. 
It ig noticeable that in the wire houses 
wrere there are blackboards and accommo- 
dations for many persons to watch the 
market in comfort from an armchair, the 
attondznce is steadily diminishing, and it 
is only on days when there ts a real flurry 
in the market that a normal attendance 
can be expected. Of course, it must be 
understood that these interested observers 
of the market are not, as a rule, active 
traders. 


City Issue Affecting Market. 


Without doubt the prospective issue of 
city bonds ts having its effect on the gen- 
eral bond market. There is not the activ- 
ity that prevailed before the formal an- 
nouncement that these bonds were to be 
fgsued, and there is a tendency in many 
lines to wait for the sale, as it may give 
a@ clue to the general situation. In the

Railroad earnings are not affording 
much comfort to those bullishly inclined,

consequently do not exert the same in- 
fluence on sentiment. It is the old story 
of the most pessimistic factor being se- 
Jected as the most potential influence on 
the trader’s mind. When a big deficit 
existed in the bank reserves, that fact 
alone was supposed to dispose of all bull- 
ishness, no matter what other good 
features there may be in the situation.

“Business men come in here every day, 
and we talk over the situation,” said an 
officer of a bank yesterday, “and I am 
free to confess that it is not always pos- 
Bible to get a correct view from the va- 
rious views that are expressed.

I sup- 
pose that the personal equation enters 
into it a great deal. The natural optimism 
of one man will make him belittle the 
business contraction, while the ultra- 
conservatism of another will impel him 
to paint pictures of the development of an 
extreme depression. It seems to me that

The report of the Southern Pacific 
Company for the year ended June 36 last 
was made public yesterday. The long 
delay in issuing the report, it is ex- 
plained, was due to the mass of detail 
covered and to the necessity of combin- 
ing the reports of many underlying com- 
panies.

This was an 
increase of $19,310,248 over the previous 
year. The net earnings were $83,117,301, 
a gain of $12,682,112, and the surplus over 
fixed charges was $29,597,599, an increase 
of $9,054,805, The surplus for the year 
after the payment of dividends was $14,- 
408,585.

Later on there occurred in California, Nevada, 
and Oregon rains which lasted longer than ever 
known since the ccnstruction of these lines, 
and, under the exceptionally heavy traffic, the 


,entire roadbed in those States was so damaged 


that all of it had to be resurfaced and much 
of it reballasted and retied. The feconstruc- 
tion of the roadbed and the replacement of 
material which, before this time, had been en- 
tirely satisfactory have not yet been completed. 
The cost of this work will largely increase the 
expenses for maintenance in the ensuing fiscal 
year. For several months the movement of 
traffic was seriously interrupted by these rains 
and a congestion, extending over a considerable 
part of the system, resulted therefrom, 

Interest attaches to the reference in the 
report to the work of repairing the dam- 
age done by the breaking of the Colorado 
River, about which a spirited correspond- 
ence passed last year between the Wash- 
ington Administration and E. H. Harri- 
man. he report says: 

It was believed that the work of closing the 
new break should be undertaken by tha United 
States Reclamation Service, but, failing in 
having this done, and having been requested 
by the President of the United States to close 
the break at once, (provision for the equitable 
distribution of the burden to be made by Con- 
gress,) the Southern Pacific Company vigorous- 
ly commenced operations, and men, material, 
cars, and locomotives were assembled in order 
to do this work with the utmost expedition. On 
Feb, 11, 1907, a little over fifteen days from the 
date of the dumping of the first rock, the break 
was successfully closed, and in that time there 
were put in place about 72,000 cublo yards of 
rock and 5,000 cubic yards of gravel and clay. 

In completing the closure and the necessary 
pocewies work, the Southern Pacific Company

The total outlay 
amounted to $3,152,920,

Fashionably gowned in black, with every 
appearance of refinement anda culture, 
Mrs, Kasimir Luskowitch, a strikingly 
handsome young Polish woman, stoically 
heard the jury which had been sitting in 
her case in the Kings County Court rén- 
der a verdict of guilty of grand larceny 
in the first degree yesterday afternoon. 
The police say she is the most artful 
woman criminal in the United States, 

The woman speaks five languages flu- | 
ently, and is a woman of extraordinary | 
intelligence. The police say she has suc-| 
cessfully obtained entrée to the best so- 
ciety. in various cities throughout the 
country in the gulse of a Polish, German, 
or French Countess, and has also posed 
as a Russian political refugee. The crime 
for which she was convicted, they de- 
clare, is the pettiest of any in which 
@®he has been involved. 

The prisoner, in company with two men, 
visited the home of Mrs. Josephine Ol- 
weck at 415% Oakland Street, Brooklyn, | 
on July 31, 1907. Mrs. Olweck and her 
husband were selling their household fur-; 
niture preparatory to returning to Eu- 
rope. Both are Russian Poles. The visit- 
ors pretended to be in search of second- 
hand furniture, and after haggling with 
the Olwecks for some time suggested | 
that a little wine would be acceptable. | ir 

One of the men volunteered to fetch 
some, and left the house. On his re- | 
turn Mr. and Mrs, Olweck partook of 
one glass each, after which they lost 
consciousness... When they revived it was 
daylight, and Mrs. Olweck discovered 
that the little hoard of $511 realized from 
the sale of their household effects, which 
she had carried in a small leather pouch 
suspended around her neck, was gone, 
She informed the police, and the arrest 
of Mrs. Luskowitch and Frank Kaminsky, 
one of her accomplices, followed shortly. 
The latter was convicted last week of 
grand larceny and sentenced by Judge 
Fawcett in the County Court, Brooklyn, 
to not less than nine years nor more 
than nine years and six months in Sing 
Sing. 

The sensation of yesterday's trial oc- 
curred when Zenon Borchynski and his
